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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant's argument that Chmielewski's reference to synchronized rollers/wheels equates to roller/wheels that rotate at the same speed is 
found unpersuasive. Examiner has found Chmielewski's reference to synchronized roller/wheels to suggest that the roller/wheels operate 
as a unit and can operate at a constant speed difference, not necessarily the same speed; particularly since the tool roller is controlled by a 
motor 123 that is separate and distinct from the motor that controls the drive wheel. Furthermore, motor 123 is disclosed as a variable 
speed motor. The arguments against Eaves et al is also found unpersuasive since, like Chmielewski, Eaves discloses distinct motors 34, 
41 for the tool roller and the drive wheels. Column 5 lines 13-38 of Eaves discuses synchronization of the tool roller with the drive wheels 
such that the difference in speeds between the drive wheels and the tool roller can be adjusted to accommodate different package sizes. 
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
